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Committees Look 
At State’s Shame 


Two separate groups in recent days 
have held meetings at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital in an effort to better 
familiarize themselves with its problems 
and to seek solutions. 

Members of each, the Senate-House 
Mental Health Study Committee and the 
Advisory Committee of the Georgia Assn. 
for Mental Health, found the needs to 
be as great if not greater than anticipated. 


Theft of materials at the hospital was 
described as a serious matter. The lack 
of a full-time chaplain and a chapel was 
noted. 

There, for all to see, was Howell 
Annex No. 10—a condemned frame ware- 
house where 200 patients live. It is a 
firetrap of the worse kind. 


They were told of the staff short- 
ages—only 48 physicians for about 12,000 
patients. There are only three psychi- 
atrists. One has resigned effective Thurs- 
day; another is ill and unable to work 
full time. 

These and other shortcomings at the 
institution comprise an appalling indict- 
ment of the people of Georgia for the 
lack of public concern toward the hos- 
pital. 

No overnight miracle can correct a 
situation that has been allowed to worsen 
over a period of years. At least a start 
is being made, though, and more citizens 
and organizations are becoming aware of 
their responsibilities. 

It is going to take some additional 
funds and wiser use of money available 
in order to do an adequate job in mental 
health in Georgia. But it will pay divi- 
dends in the long run. 

Admittedly, the problem is a com- 
plex one. Immediate improvements bad- 
ly need to be effected at the State Hos- 
pital. At the same time the long-range 
program in mental health, including 
psychiatric training provisions, screening 
centers, activation of psychiatric wards 
in heavily populated areas and other as- 
pects of a master plan should be given 
shape and unwavering guidance. 

Georgia cannot afford to slip back 
into its indifferent attitude that was re- 
sponsible for the state plunging to a 
bottom position in the treatment of 
mental illnesses. Every citizen should 
make it a matter of personal concern to 
see that effective action is pursued to 
bring the Milledgeville institution up to 
standard and to bring about the other 
reforms necessary in the field of mental 
health.

In Some Self-Scrutiny 


The Georgia Bar Assn. at its recently 
concluded state convention showed con- 
siderable concern over the public’s im- 
pression of the legal profession. 

And well it might, because the pres- 
tige enjoyed in bygone years by the bar 
as a group has been waning for some 
time. 

As a means of improving the picture, 
the association decided to employ a pub- 
lic relations firm. 

It will be a helpful move-but in it- 
self will not get at the crux of the 
problem. 

Contemptible, objectionable court- 
room tactics and unethical practices on 
the part of a few lawyers are to blame 
for the decline in respect for the pro- 
fession. No public relations program can 
correct or obscure such abuses. 

Bar associations have been all too 
lax in cleaning house. Individual mem- 
bers know who the offenders are but 
vigorous, concerted movements from 
within to boot the latter out are rare. 

Pointing out the legal steps involved, 
members of the Georgia association main- 
tain it’s virtually impossible to disbar a 
lawyer under mandatory procedures now 
in effect. : 


The state bar group believes incor- 


poration of the bar and a requirement 
that all lawyers belong to -the organi- 
zation would enable it to do the neces-

sary police job. Perhaps it would, de- 
pending upon what powers eventually 
would result and how they are used.

Beware of Strangers 


Is Important Teaching 


Thanks to a courageous woman whose 
motherly love drove her into immediate 
and drastic action, the kidnaping of a 
7-year-old girl last Saturday failed. 


The incident should not drive parents 
in Greater Atlanta into a hysteria which 
has them locking children in the house 
or backyard or putting them on a leash. 

But it is stern notice to parents and 
children that always there are predators 
against which we must guard. 

Children must be taught—and teach- 
ing takes repetition—to stay away from 
strangers, to refuse proffered gifts, not 
to talk to strangers, but to keep their 
distance and to increase it when some- 
one of whom they have reason to be 
suspicious approaches. 

Youngsters should be told to report 
to their parents the repeated appearance 
in the neighborhood of someone whom 
they do not know or cannot identify. 
Parents in turn should give this infor- 
mation to the police. 

Children should be taught, too, to 
be observant, making note of. identify- 
ing characteristics—clothing, physical ap- 
pearance, license tag number of car. 

Near Hapeville on Saturday, innocent 
curiosity led a child into trouble; a 
mother’s instinctive direct action kept 
that trouble from developing into tragedy. 

Let the experience move all parents 
to intensify their efforts to protect their 
children by teaching those children what 
they must do to protect themselves.

Pulpit Should Be More 
Than 


Some time ago when the Rev. Robert 
B. McNeil, a Columbus pastor, abruptly 
was dismissed from his pulpit, the shock- 
ing statement was made, as justifica- 
tion, that “the voice of the pulpit should 
be the voice of the congregation.” 

This conclusion will continue to be 
the subject of sermons from other pul- 
pits. One of these, by the Rev. Thomas 
A. Fry Jr.; pastor of the Druid Hills 
Presbyterian Church, presents conclusions 
which we believe every thoughtful 
Christian will accept. Such a belief, said 
Dr. Fry, is “an absolute violation of any 
principle of any Christian vocation in the 
pulpit.” 

The Atlanta minister told his congre- 
gation Sunday that the church has lost its 
leadership in modern thought. 


‘Modern thought is controlled by an 
educational system that is not founded in 
religion but by minority groups like labor 
unions, racial groups like the NAACP and 
the White Citizens Council and veterans 
organizations. 

“The church must constantly reflect 
God's will in every phase of life. If the 
church cannot speak with a prophetic voice 
on current issues, then the church is no 
better than a Kiwanis or a Lions Club;. in 
fact, it is less. For it is claiming to be 
something it is not and is thus deceiving 
the people.” 


Voice of Parrot 


These points, it seems to us, are in- 
escapable. The modern Christian church 
is having trouble reaching many persons 
precisely because the pulpit too often is 
the voice of the prejudices of the largest 
contributors in the congregation who are 
themselves so uncouth and vulgar in 
their positions that they demand the 
minister be like one of ventriloquist 
Edgar Bergen’s dummies. If not, then 
they get themselves a new preacher. 

A congregation which is willing to 
hear only those things preached with 
which it is in entire agreement is sterile 
and contributes substantial reason for 
discouragement about the future of 
Christian leadership.

WASHINGTON{The Democrats have won a 
costly. victory in an unnecessary war in the 
Senate’s rejection of Strauss to be secretary of 


commerce. They have refused Eisenhower the privilege of any presi- 
dent to have a man of his own choice in the Cabinet so long as that 
man is not morally or mentally unfit. And they have made this great 
demonstration over what usually is politically the least significant post 
in all the Cabinet, that of commerce. 


A Strauss confirmed would have 
created for them a far more use- 
ful issue for 1960 than a Strauss 
repudiated—and repudiated, more- 
over, on grounds so thin as to 
have no example in our history. 

For the very qualities the Demo- 
crats attributed to the nominee 
would have been endless bad 
news for the Republicans had the 
Democrats allowed him to be con- 
firmed in office. They found him 
“arrogant” toward Congress. 
They found him “deceitful” 
(though to an onlooker his ‘“‘de- 
ceit” seemed to lie most of all in 
his refusal to cooperate with his 
Senate prosecutors). 

They disliked him as an Old 
Guard Republican, ~a Herbert 
Hoover Republican, an anti-public 
power man, as indeed he was and 
is. Every shortcoming they at- 
tributed to him would inevitably 
have weakened the administra- 
tion politically had he remained 
in it. For his basic political phil- 
osophy has been a handicap at 


the national polls for at least 20 
years. 


In plain words, the Democrats 
have rescued Eisenhower from 
the consequences of what was, 
politically, a poor appointment in 
the first place. For the first per- 
sonal defeat of President Eisen- 
hower they have attempted in his 
six years in office they have 
chosen the worst possible vehicle.

WASHINGTON—As far as the civil rights

For wherever else it may lie, 
the true vulnerability of the ad- 
ministration surely cannot be said 
to lie in the less-than-burning 
question as to who is to run the 
department of commerce. Strauss 
is incomparably more important 
politically as a symbol of harsh 
Senate veto than he ever would 
have been as a recipient of Sen- 
ate approval.

Among the Southern | states 
senators not considered members 
of the true Dixie bloc, Gore and 
Kefauver of Tennessee _ split, 
while Johnson and Yarborough 
of Texas voted with the Western 
Democrats. 


It is interesting to note that 
the Southern bloc not only was 
divided as a whole, but that the 
two-member delegations from 
each Dixie state were ‘split, ex- 
cept for Virginia, Mississippi, 
North Carolina and Alabama. 

The lawmakers from the old 
Confederacy would never admit 
that civil rights pressures swayed 
their votes. They insist that each 
member voted his convictions and 
that the chips just happened to 
fall that way—evenly divided. 

All the same, it was a deft bit 
of tight-rope walking. The West- 
ern Democrats are happy over 
defeating Strauss, something they 
could not have done without 
Southern help. On the other hand, 
the Republicans can’t be mad at 
the Southerners as a whole, be- 
cause they got more Dixie votes 
‘han the Strauss opponents did. 

Of course, it could be that both 


. sides might be irked at some of 


che Southerners individually. But, 
m the whole the Dixie bloc ap- 
pears to have come out of a tight 
spot about as well as could have

Georgia towns with populations 
of less than 25,000 wishing to ap- 
ply for federal grants for plan- 
ning must make their applica- 
tions through the Department of 
Commerce planning unit. Under 
present federal housing legisla- 
tion there is a total allocation of | 
more than $56,000 to Georgia | 
towns. But only about $19,800 of | 
that amount has been received | 
by the department and paid out 
to the cities. 


In addition to the part of the 
$56,000 allocation not yet re- 
ceived, any future allocation that 
might be approved by Congress 
might be withheld from the Geor- 
gia towns, the HHFA indicated. 


The towns use the federal 
funds, along with an equivalent 
local contribution, to make an 
initial city. plan. The. plan in- 
cludes the drafting of a ‘‘work- 
able program” which is a req- | 
uisite for a town to participate 
in an urban renewal clearance 
program. Therefore, in addition| 
to the initial planning grants 
themselves, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in federal urban re- 
newal funds could be lost to the 
towns. 


Towns already approved for 
the planning grants are Ameri- 
cus, Cordele, Cumming, Habhira. 
Jackson, Toccoa, Warner Robins, 


Metter, Monroe, Nashville, Thom- 
son and Winder. Nineteen other 
towns have applied for planning 
grants, but will have to wait un- 
til Congress appropriates addi- 
tional funds before their applica- 
tions can be finally processed. 


An HHFA spokesman here said

TRIP NOT A DUTY 


“The county will not be out one 
red cent as a result of this trip,”’ 
Stynchcombe said. ‘This trip was 
done as an accommodation and | 
not a duty.” | 


The chief deputy, who Monday 
sent McWilliams to the county at- 
torney’s office to discuss the mat- 
ter with him, said he had ap- 
proved the trip himself as a “‘pri- 
vate proposition’ on the assump- 
tion that McWilliams was going 
to do it on his own time and with 
his own Car. 


Normally the county is not re- 
sponsible for the costs involved 
in returning defendants here on 
civil warrants. 


“Now it develops McWilliams 
made the trip in the county Buick 
and charged $5.25 worth of gas 
which has not been paid by the 
county.

For Tallulah Celebration 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


TALLULAH FALLS—In 1906, 
the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Club sounded the ‘“‘bugle 
note for industrial education in 
the state,”” by uniting their 
forces to “‘work for the ad- 
vancement” of this phase of 
learning. That note has since 
swelled into a symphony that’s 
won national acclaim for Tal- 
lulah Falls School as one of the 
best examples of what can be 
done by hard - working club- 
women, 


Federation members will 
gather here today to launch a 
series of special events to 
mark the 50th anniversary of 
the living drama of the school, 
a drama that touches the lives 
of hundreds of Georgians. 


Early arrivers for the gala 
celebration, that will be high- 
lighted by the dedication of 
three new school buildings, re- 
called early stages of the fed- 
eration’s battle for industrial ed- 
ucation that eventually led to 
establishment of Tallulah Falls 
School. 


HELP MILL CHILDREN 


“With the passage of the child 
labor law,”” a spokesman re- 
called, ‘‘Federation members 
realized that good schools must 
be provided for the children who 
were exempted from mill work. 
They also realized the necessity 
of industrial education, where 
children are not taught theoreti- 
cally, but practically, how to 
make a living.” 


The Federation, a strong 
booster of the Child Labor Law, 
“felt impelled to put forth its 
best energies in providing these 
schools.”’ 


The Federation pledged fi- 
nancial support of such schools, 
and established model industrial 
institutions in various sections 
of the state. Although its doors 
were not opened until 1909, Tal- 
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dresses. . This slip is shadow- 
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lulah Falls School was one of 
the first of these. 


The year 1903 was an impor- 
tant one for the long-range 
plans of the clubwomen. At the 
height of their hard-fought bat- 
tle for passage of the child la- 
bor law, interest of clubwomen 
in Massachusetts was aroused 
in local clubs because of the 
“working children” problem. 
The Massachusetts Federation 
offered to help, and sent $1,000 
for the founding of another 
model school in this state. 


That marked the beginning of 
special attention to this project, 
that since has spread to be- 
come almost world-wide, since 
the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs is international in 
scope. 


SUPORT MODEL SCHOOLS 


For many years, the federa- 
tion supported these model 
schools, as well as several oth- 

= 


ers. As the communities in 
which they were located were 


able to take over support of the 
other schools, the federation 
turned its attention more and 
more to Tallulah, where need 
of the clubwomen’s financial 
support was growing. Federa- 
tion leaders realized the small 
community in the north Geor- 
gia mountains probably would 
never be able to take over fi- 
nancial responsibility for the 
school. 


So Tallulah became the first 
—and only — educational insti- 
tution completely owned and 


operated by a Federation of 
Women's Clubs. 
Mrs. E. L. Barnes, States- 


boro, Georgia Federation pres- 
ident, pointed out that ‘‘Tallu- 
lah was founded as the result of 
the united effort of clubwomen, 
effort that has made a dream 
come true.”’

I knew if it rained they’d all be in the house with me all day, 
needing more food than the establishment afforded, complaining 
about the quality of the library and squabbling because the mice 
have again toted off so many checkers and playing cards there's 
not enough left for a game. So I was out there when the sun came 

up, drinking my coffee and hanging on its every ray. 


The days it was a full-blown, buxom, faithful type sun I was 
positively effulgent with delight and excitement. 


Of course, my great talent for Organized Recreation may be 
responsible for keeping things lively during that country week. 
My children contend that only three things really have to be done 
in the mountains and that’s wood and water getting and emptying 
the drain pan under the ice box. But I don’t like to see the slow 
rhythm of the days get into the blood of friends and children so 
I kept thinking of things for them to do. 


Our neighbors, the beekeeper John Armstrong and Mrs: Arm- 
strong, came to call and we sat a spell on the porch looking at the 
creek and the log that spanned it. 


“TI always have wished I had a better hand rail than that old 
clothes wire,”’ I mused. 


“Birch tree would be nice,” agreed Mrs. Armstrong. “Birch 
is pretty bark and if you cut a green tree it would last you a long 
time. Feel nice under the hand, too.”’ 


“‘Wouldn’t be no trouble to nail one up if you had the tree— 
and a hammer and some nails,” the beekeeper admitted lazily.

Don’t, Don’t, Don’t 
--Just Don’t Drown 


Nothing can cool a person off 
like a refreshing swim. But pleas- 
ant waters will mean death this 
year for a certain number of hu 
man beings of all ages if other 
years’ tolls are to be repeated. 


Don’t risk your life that way. 
Pools and beaches should always 
have someone in charge who 
knows lifesaving and artificial res: 
piration. In fact, one of the first 
things anyone who swims habitu- 
ally should know is how to save 
a fellow swimmer’s life by res- 
cuing him if he is in danger. 


But no one who is not an expert 
swimmer and doesn’t know the 
two methods of life saving and 
artificial respiration should ever 
attempt to rescue except by a 
life preserver or rope thrown out 
to the person in trouble. Two may 
drown if an inexpert swimmer 
tries to rescue his friend by try- 
ing to reach him in person, 


Every adult should know his 
limitations of swimming and stay 
within them. Children should be 
watched most carefully. Drown- 
ing may occure so quickly the 
danger is often not observed be- 
fore the fatality occurs. Beaches 
have safety rules and, like other 
rules made to keep us safe, they 
should be observed most carefully 
Lifeguards do not give unneces- 
sary instructions. What they say 
should be heeded.

It is a good supplement 
to your swimming, and under | 
safely.

In U.S. Increases by 5 Pet. 


WASHINGTON (#—Just as more and more Amer- 


icans are going abroad, the 


number of foreigners com- 


ing to this country has been rising. 


The Commerce department re- 
ported this Monday in its latest 
travel compilation. 


The department said foreigners 
traveling to the United States in 
1958 spent $825 million here, a 
5 per cent increase over 1957. In 
addition, they paid $90 million in 
fares to U.S. ships and planes for 
transportation into and out of the 
country. 


A week ago, 


the department 


said Americans spent a record 
$2,140,000,000 in foreign travel in 
1958—10 per cent more than in 
1957. 


Canadians accounted as usual 


for over half of the travel money 
spent here. In 1958, the depart- 
ment said, visitors from the north 
put $425 million into American 
pockets, 100 million more than 
U.S. travelers spent on trips to 
Canada.

Atlanta U. Dean Expects 


Strife-F ree Integration 


By CLAUDE GEORGE SR. 


Atlanta will desegregate its schools without strife, discord, 
and turmoil, Whitney Young, dean at Atlanta University, has pre- 


dicted. 


“We don’t expect any trouble 
because hotheads from both sides 
don’t usually thrive in a cultural 
climate,” he said. 


Young says he believes the city 
will display the same calmness 
when schools are desegregated 
as citizens did when the public 


library dropped the color bar- 
rier. 


Young was one of several pan- 
elists who discussed the mount- 
ing crisis over the segregation- 
integration question at the Atlan- 
ta NAACP’s monthly meeting. 


“We are not fighting this bat- 
tle (for integration) just for the 
Negroes. We are fighting for the 
security of America and to make 
democracy a reality,’ said the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Sr., an- 
other panelist. 


Members of the panel discus- 
sion said Negroes are not taking 
any “stock” in any proposed pri- 


vate school project. 


“Our efforts are being spent on 
desegregation of the public 
schools and we will cross the pri- 
vate school bridge when we come 
to it,”” the panelists said. 


Urges Welcome Mat 
The nation’s churches should 
capitalize upon the massive mi- 
gratory turnover in the United 
States today, L. D. Keith told 
delegates attending the recent 
two-day Atlanta Baptist District 
Sunday School and BTU Congress 
meeting here. 


Keith said that church mem- 
bers should be the first to greet 
new families which are moving 
into Atlanta daily from all sec- 
tions of the state and South. 


“Church members should be 
the first to roll the welcome mat 
to our new neighbors before they 
get lined up with the wrong 
crowd,” he said.
